BIG MEADOWS, Va., July 3.—() 
President Roosevelt dedicated the roll- 
ing reaches of Shenandoah national 
park “to this and succeeding genera- 
tions of Americans’ today, and in 
so doing called for more such recrea- 
tional developments as the product ot 
“the joint husbandry of our human 


resources and our natural resources.” 

In a natural mountain amphithe: - 
ter, with thousands of listeners 
grouped before him—all ringed in by 
the curving peaks of the Blue Ridge— 
Mr. Roosevelt praised the national 
park program as designed to provide 
work for the idle and conserve 
beauty of the American forests. 

“The product of the labor of the 
men of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, who have opened the Shenan- 
doah National park to the use and en- 
joyment of our citizens,” she said, “is 
as significant as though instead ot 
working for the government they had 
worked in a mill or a factory. They 
have a right to be as proud of their 
labor here as if they had been en- 
gaged in private employment.”

EKNAVY YEOMAN 
CONVICTED AS SPY 


Possible Maximum of 20 
Years Faces Man for 
Selling Data to Japan. 


LOS. ANGELES, July 3.—()—Ne- 
liberating 10 minutes, a federal jury 
convicted Harry Thomas Thompson to- 
day of conspiracy to commit espion- 
age by selling confidentia] informa- 
tion concerning the United States fleet 
to a Japanese secret agent. The former 
United States navy yeoman faces a 
possible maximum sentence of 20 
years. 


The case was described by federal 
prosecutors as being the first of its 
nature since the World war. 


Jurors said the vote for conviction 
came on the first ballot. 


The trial was one of the speediest 
in federal courts here. 


Thompson was indicted ten days ago 
after a two-year inyestigation. The 
trial started yesterday. 

Thompson will be brought to court 
Monday for sentence. 

In testimony during the day, 
splashed with sensations and high- 
lighted by the appearance of _Thomp- 
son’s Japanese “errand girl,” these 
were the government’s salient points: 

1—The Japanese consul at Los An- 
geles was named as one of two men 
with whom Thompson attempted to 
communicate after he was arrested by 
navy intelligence officers. 

2—A picture of Toshio Miyazaki 
whom the government asserts was the 
secret agent employing Thompson, was 
Klentified by two Stanford University 
students, and an employe of the’! 
Yokohama Specie Bank, at San Fran- 
cisco. 

3—The handwriting on a_ check 
drawn by Miyazaki and that on a let- 
ter sent to Thompson telling him his 
salary would be increased were iden- 
tified in the opinion of a handwriting 
expert as made by the same person.

HOSTESS SOUGHT 
IN HOTEL SLAYING 
OF CAFE BEAUTY 


Dead Woman’s Diary Re- 
veals Many Convivial 
Dates Ending Frequent- 
ly With “Was I Drunk?” 


CHICAGO, July 3.—(4)—A strange 
game of “hide and seek” tonight con- 
fronted police seeking the attractive 
brunette wanted for questioning in the 
hotel room slaying of “Pint-a-Day” 
Audrey Vallette, 31, cafe beauty. 

She died of a single bullet wound 
through the breast yesterday, ending 
a .pursuit of pleasure in near north 
side haunts which a diary she left 
behind .disclosed started several 
months ago. The rum-soaked account 
of her convivial “dates” ended fre-| 
quently with the phrase “was 
drunk?” 

Hunted as a key witness was Mrs. 
Ruth Fre-d, night club hostess, police 
said they had identified her as a Vis- 
itor to Miss Vallette’s room shortly 
before she telephone the hotel desk 
man, “I’ve been shot.” 

The “hide and seek” centered around 
Mrs. Freed and her husband, Edward, 
partner in the “Nut House,” a North 
Clark street gay spot, and described | 
by police as an admirer of Audrey 
Vallette. 

The Daily Times in a copyrighted 
story said Mrs. Freed had been lo- 
cated, in a south side hideout, but that | 
she refused to surrender to authorities | 
until “I see Eddie.” 

“Eddie,” the paper said, referred to 
Edward Freed, husband of the woman 
sought. 

Husband Fears Wife. 

He, Police Captain Andrew Barry 
said, was “in hiding because he fears 
his wife. He knows she has a pistol.” 

While police scurried about trying 
to locate her, Mrs. Freed, the Times 
said, told au interviewer i a tavern 
she knew she was wanted and intended 
to give herself. up—after she had seen 
Eddie. 


She declined to answer a question 
as to whether she ever had trouble 
with “Miss Blake,” the name the slain 
woman was known by in the near 
north side pleasure resorts. 

Meantime relatives of the bhand- 
some victim of a bullet police believe 
was fired in jealousy, summed up her 
fate as that of “a mild, good-natured 
girl who got in with too fast a crowd.”

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Drastic 
rules designed to regulate the opera- 
tion of buses and trucks in _inter- 
state commerce, was announced here 
today by officials of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

John L. Rodgers, director of the 
Motor Carrier Bureau of the I. C. C., 
said the rules had been drafted under 
the motor carrier act of 1935 and 
copies would be mailed immediately to 
the Atlanta regional office of the bu- 
reau, of which Frank P. Morgan is 
director. 

“Safety to lives and property so 
far as is humanly possible, without 
ompeding operation schedules is the 
chief objective of the new code,” said 
Mr. Rogers. “Operators of motor ve- 
hicles and businessmen of Atlanta and 
vicinity will be furnished copies of 
the rule and asked for comment.” 

Qualifications. — 

The new code places special stress 

upon mental and physical qualifica-

tions of drivers. 

They specifically require that all) 
drivers must be at least 21 years of | 
age, or in special cases, 18, in good 
physical and mental condition and 
without loss of limb likely to inter- 
fere with safe driving.

000 sat in mounting mystification as 
the champion rode roughshod over the 
usually brilliant and acrobatic baron. 

Not until Perry had crushed von 
Cramm at love in the final set, com- 
Pieting a 6-1, 6-1, 6-0 victory, did the 

lond-haired Teuton permit the ref- 
eree to make a dramatic announce- 
ment of his injury. Then he walked 
off the court dejectedly. 

THEY KNEW IT. 

It was apparent to everybody that 
there was something wrong with the 
baron after the sensational first game. 
It offered the tip-off as to what sort 
of a match it might have been except 
for the mishap. 


_ Perry, knowing of von Cramm’s in- 
jury, offered to let him rest and get 
@ massage, but the German, realizing 
that would he a breach of Wimbledon 
tradition, declined and courageously 
atuck it out to the bitter end. 


The injury of the German ace re- 
called a similar fate suffered by Perry 
in the semi-finals of the American 
ster apie last September. He fell 
heavily in the first set against Wilmer 
Allison and, refusing either a rest or 
treatment, played on and lost the title 
in straight xets.

By his victory, Perry became the 
first player to win three Wimbledon

| AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENTS 


Although many accidents occur 
every Sunday, due to the great num- 
ber of amateur drivers on the road, 
the truth is that Sunday is not the 
day of the week when the _ greatest 
number of accidents happen. Statistics 
show that more accidents happen on 
Saturday than on any other day; and 
that the fewest happen on Wednes- 
day. Although fewer cars are on the 
road during the hours 1 to 6 a. m., 
this is the time of day for most 
wrecks.
